Retail Food 
Gosts Drop 
To 1950 Low 
WASHINGTON (/Pl—'The Agricul­ 
ture Department say s retail food 
costs have dropped to the lowest 
level since Decemb er, 1950, largely 
reflecting lower farm prices. 
A fix ed quantity of food that cost 
an average of $735 in 1952 could 
b e b ought for $701 b y April this 
># ur, the agency said. Last July 
the cost climb ed to $755. 
Lower prices of b eef were said 
to have accounted for much of the 
decline. Other foods that now b ear 
lower price tags include some dairy 
and poultry products. 
The departm ent said farm prices 
of food products were IO per cent 
lower in the first three months of 
1953 than 
in 
the 
corresponding 
Quarter last y ear. But retail prices 
Ju re down only 3 per cent, largely I 
b ecause marketing charges were 3 
per cent higher. 
As a result, farm ers received 46 I 
cents of the dollar consumers spent 
for farm-produced food 
products, 
i 
This was 3 cents less than a y ear 
earlier and 8 cents less than the 
record in 1945. 
The departm ent said the b ulk of 
the increase in marketing charges 
reflected b oosts in wages of em- 
JR y e s 
the food industry . It said 
hourly earnings of these workers 
averaged 5 per cent higher in the 
first three months of this y ear than 
last y ear.

Freed By Reds 
In Moscow 


MOSCOW [J?i — Seven American 
civilians freed from internm ent b y 
the North Koreans arrived in Mos­ 
cow today ab oard the Trans-Sib er­ 
ian Ex press. 
U. S. 
Am b assador Charles E. 
Bohlen headed a group of Ameri­ 
cans who 
greeted 
the 
lib erated 
persons at 
the 
railway 
station. 
Bohlen told them a special A m er­ 
ican plane was waiting 
at 
Mos­ 
cow’s Vnukova Airport to fly them 
home to America. 
The seven Americans had been 
seized at the outb reak of the Ko­ 
rean W ar nearly three y ears ago. 
They included five Methodist mis­ 
sionaries, 
a 
Catholic 
Mary knoll 
priest and a former State Depart­ 
ment employ e. 
The Americans were the third 
group of foreigners released b y the 
North Koreans after Russian inter­ 
cession. Fourteen French civilians, 
six Britons and an Irish priest al­ 
ready have b een repatriated. 
The United States had appealed 
to Russia to use its influence with 
the North Koreans to ob tain the 
release of 13 Americans. The North 
Koreans replied they 
would 
free 
seven b ut that three others had 
died and they had never heard of 
the other three.

Bowles, former ambassador to In­ 
dia, said at the White House today 
the fight against Communism in 
Asia is going better from military 
standpoint than it was a year ago.

Kerr gained his first newspaper 
experience in the advertising de­ 
partments of the Wilmington News- 
Journal and the Lima Times-Dem- 
ocrat, and later operated a group 
of weekly newspapers owned by 
Sawyer.

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IT S CARBON DIOXIDE 
IT I SN T THE heat or humidity, it’s the 
carbon dioxide that causes people to swel­ 
ter in the Summertime, or it soon may be. 
At least in a couple of centuries. 
All this is on the authority of Dr. Gilbert 
Plass, Johns Hopkins physicist, who broke 
the news at the annual meeting of the 
American Geophysical Union at the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences in Washington. 
The world’s climate is being 
made 
warmer by a “greenhouse” effect in the 
upper atmosphere caused by carbon di­ 
oxide gas from man's increased industrial 
activity, he said specifically. He says the 
increase in temperatures 
w h i c h 
he 
ascribes to Co2 is 1.5 degrees annually. 
This does not seem like a staggering rise, 
but what if it is only the beginning? Income 
taxes started at two per cent on the first 
$50,000 of income 40 years ago. 
The professor explained that 2 billion 
tons of coal and oil are burned each year, 
forming 6 billion tons of carbon dioxide to 
be added to the atmosphere. Oxygen from 
the air is also consumed, he explained, 
boosting the total to 6 billion. 
The carbon dioxide in the air, according 
to the professor, prevents the escape of 
“the long wavelength heat radiation from 
the ground, but is transparent to the short 
wavelength radiation that comes directly 
from the sun.” The explanation becomes 
more complicated from here on, but that is 
the gist of it. 
For those who yearn for lower tempera­ 
tures, little hope is found in the possibility 
of atomic power replacing coal and oil. 
Every living creature exhales carbon di­ 
oxide after breathing in oxygen, and as the 
population of the earth increases this hu­ 
man output could easily make up for bene­ 
fits acruing from atomic power.

NEW SLANT ON MIGS 
THE AIR FORCE IS willing to pay $100,- 
000 for a Russian-built MIG delivered in­ 
tact because it wants to ascertain what’s 
wrong with this plane, not how good it is. 
So says the Air Force, in clarification of 
the recent offer bv General Clark. 
“Several of our P-86 pilots have found 
that the MIG can be maneuvered into a 
position where it falls into a spin at high 
speed and falls nosedown toward the 
ground,” savs the Air Force statement. 
The Air Force would like to determine 
the nature of the flaw in the MIG, and the 
point at which it falls into a spin. T h i s 
would enable U. S. fliers to maneuver the 
Red plane into position for the quick 
descent. 


When men who have been successful in 
their vocations are called to Washington to 
serve as officials, they ought to be p u t 
through a primary course in civics. This 
process of adult education would save them 
from inevitable grief. Often a man who is 
full of energy, ability and good intentions 
has to rediscover that this country is gov­ 
erned by a written Constitution, by acts of 
legislation, by United States S u p r e m e 
Court decisions, and by regional p u b l i c 
opinion which is frequently influenced by 
comparatively obscure men of small sal­ 
aries on the press and radio. 
It takes the vanity out of an official to 
discover that he cannot do as he pleases, 
even if what he wants to do is right and 
beneficial. Capable men who have advanc­ 
ed themselves to be presidents of this and 
that and even chairmen of boards, find it 
trying to be checked by a Congressman or 
Senator who never earned more than $15,- 
000 a year. 
Yet, the Constitution places the determi­ 
nation of national policy in the hands of | 
Congress. The Founding Fathers were ex-1 
traordinarily wise men who feared the mob 
as they feared the elite. They believed in 
representative government. They wrote a 
Constitution which avoided the pitfalls of 
majority rule and at the same time protect­ 
ed our country from smart men. They were 
not impressed by what the business man 
calls “substantial people" any more than 
they were impressed by demagogues. They 
were influenced by the philosophic Ham­ 
ilton and Madison and the legalistic Jay. 
And its spirit was interpreted by the schol­ 
arly John Marshall. 
Many men of ability these days reufse to 
take positions in government for two gen­ 
eral reasons: one, that they are not accus­ 
tomed to the slowness of governmental op­ 
erations; they want to push as hard on a 
government project as they do on a sales 
campaign. The other reason is that they 
dislike submitting to the protracted hear­ 
ings before Congress, which no man need > 
fear except the stuffed-shirt, the fool, or I 
i the crook. 
These very important people feel that, 
once appointed, they should be permitted 
to do their jobs according to their b e s t 
judgment. What these men need to learn is 
that the United States is the property of 
the American people, who are represented 
in Congress by men and women of their 
choice. Further, they need to know t h a t 
those members of Congress who have, let 
us say, reached the chairmanship of a 
committee, out of either party, have had 
an enormous experience. 
The New Dealers used to have a c o n ­ 
tempt for members of Congress. Part of 
that was ideological, as the New Dealers 
were, at heart, Fascists believing in the 
! control of the people by an elite chosen 
! among the educated classes. Their most ef­ 
fective operators never stood for election 
because of their deep contempt for t h e 
people. They regarded Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt as a stepping stone to power. 
The New Dealers, particularly the ear­ 
lier ones, led by Harry Hopkins, however, 
were cynical individuals who believed that 
they could always trick the people a n d 
Congress by their unquestioned ability to 
use words that appealed to the emotions 
rather than to the mind.

Symptoms of Appendicitis Still 
Call for Immediate Attention

W IT H th e new er a n tib io tic 
drugs now developed, w ith m od­ 
ern surgery at its peak, and w ith 
th e excellent new m ethods of 
an esth esia now available in hos­ 
pitals, there seems to be a tren d 
aw ay from im m ediate em ergency 
operations for acute appendicitis. 
A great deal of this tendency 
aw ay from s u r g e r is due to th e 
loss of fear once present. B ut 
even though appendicitis is not 
feared as it once was, it is still a d ­ 
visable to have an appendectom y 
done w henever a definite diag­ 
nosis of appendicitis is m ade, or 
w hen 
this disease is strongly 
suspected. 
Site of Pain 
A ppendicitis is still one of th e 
m ost com m on diseases th a t re ­ 
quire surgery. Usually, a person 
suffering from It com plains of 
pain around the navel, th ough 
th is p ain m ay also be higher, ju st 
below th e ribs. The pain feels like 
a c ra m p . As a rule, it is accom ­ 
panied by a loss of appetite and 
th e person usually vomits. 
T he pain around the navel m ay 
last for ju st a few hours, th e n 
move to th e location of the a p p e n ­ 
dix, in th e right lower side. The 
abdom en feels tender, usually 
very rigid. A test of the blood gen­ 
erally shows th a t it contains a 
large num ber of white cells, but 
th is is not always found to be true 
in th e case of elderly people. 
By doing a rectal exam ination, 
a physician can som etim es locate 
th e source of the pain and m ake 


la fairly accurate diagnosis. Th e 
doctor will then follow the adage 
that, even though the case m ay 
be doubtful appendicitis, it is b et­ 
ter to operate than to take the 
risk of a ruptured appendix. 
Drugs No G uarantee 
C ertain cases of appendicitis 
are h elp ed by th e a n tib io tic 
drugs, leading some people to be­ 
lieve th a t we now have an easy 
way to spare a person an opera­ 
tion. However, these drugs do not 
guarantee th a t the sym ptom s 
will not recur later, or th a t the 
case will resp o n d to m e d ic a l 
treatm ent without surgery. In 
many of these cases, the ap p en ­ 
dix will go on to rupture and m ay 
cause the person a great deal of 
difficulty. 
Deaths can still occur from 
peritonitis due to a ruptured a p ­ 
pendix. When symptoms of ap ­ 
pendicitis occur, there should ba 
no delay in consulting a physi­ 
cian for diagnosis and treatm en t. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
P. D.: W hat is sclera derm a? 
Answer: Sclera derma is a dis­ 
ease of the skin, the cause of 
which is unknown. The skin g rad ­ 
ually becomes tough, rigid and 
hard to move. It is usually sm ooth 
and shiny. The skin m ay become 
so hard as to make the moving of 
the muscles difficult. This disease 
is more com m on in women. 
Up u n til recently, no treatm en t 
had proved of too great a value. 
H ow ever, th e new h o rm o n es 
ACTH and cortisone have helped 
some cases.

life, rooted deep in the flesh and 
hopes of her family. 
The 
odd 
thing about her career is that 
all the years she is trying to fash­ 
ion her odd-shaped blobs of pro­ 
toplasm into respectable human 
b e in g s they rarely think of her as 
a human being. They take her for 
granted as a green leaf blindly 
accepts strength from th e 'sun. 
I -ually it is not until a man 
is grown and has troubles of his 
own that he has the common 
sense to look back and realize 
how wise his mother was, how 
kind, how selfless and often fa r­ 
seeing. She is no longer an insti­ 
tution to him, or a tired voice 
telling him to wipe his nose and 
pick up his clothes, but a w arm 
and wonderful person he has at 
last begun to understand. 
And a man is lucky indeed if 
his mother is there to be told 
she is no longer taken for grant­ 
ed, tmt loved, honored and ap­ 
preciated for her very selfs sake.

Having established an emotional 
climate, they moved large numbers 
of people with them. It was always 
skillfully and, to the majority, in­ 
offensively done. 
Truman lacked a similar entour­ 
age, and in this sense it is possible 
to say that Truman was a more 
honest man than Roosevelt. T r u- 
man, at any rate, made no pre­ 
tenses, and if he tailed, it was not 
by masquerading corruption as a 
virtue or errors as the perfection 
of the human intellect.
